Prominent Louisianan in New
York Talks of Fever Situa-
tion in New Orleans.

New York, Aug. 7.—According to
Brigadier General Perrilatt, chief of
ordnance of Louisiana, it will be five
aays before New Orleans will face a
crisis in the yellow fever situation. !
General Perrilatt arrived here from

the south last night.

“New - Orleans 1is suffering more;
from commercial anxiety,” said he,
“but residents ieel that the heaith offi-|
cials and various committees, a.idedl
by the federal authorities, will cope|
with the fever. In the meantime busi-
ness in that section of the state is still
at a standstill.

“Unfair discimmination is being made
against Louisiana by other states, and
her commercial interests are suffering|
in consequence. |

“The city is cpposed to the parishes
and the parishes are arrayed against
une another with the ‘shetgun’ quaran-
tines,

“The mosquito which carries the
disease breeds in clean stagnant wa-
ter. New York is safe, I am sure. By
this time New Orleans is protected.

“The exodus frm New Orleans is
a little more than is usual at this
time of the year, and while commercial
irterests are paralyzed now, I think
that the situation will clear within
two weeks. We will stamp out the
disease.”
